THE R UBLICAN ELEPHANT 
W 8 is it that the Republican 
‘ party, which has dominated 
the American government for 60 
out of the 80 years it has been in 
existence, should be symbolized by 
a beast from the African jungles in- 
stead of some typical American an- 
imal? The answer is that a car- 
toonist once used a jungle scene 
to depict a political crisis and the 
figure of an elephant was so appro- 
priate for what it was supposed to 
represent that its symbolism per- 
sisted long after the crisis itself 
had passed. The cartoonist was 
| Thomas Nast of Harper's Weekly 
and the crisis was this: 

In 1874 it seemed certain that 
President Grant was determined to 
run again in 1876. The principal 
opponent to the third term idea 
was James Gordon Bennett's Dem- 
ocratic newspaper, the New York 
Herald, which shrieked ‘Caesar- 
ism!’’ incessantly. 
from the old fable which 
how ‘‘An ass, having put on a lion’s 
skin, roamed about the forest and 
amused himself by frightening all 
the foolish animals he met with in 
his wanderings,’’ Nast drew a car- 
toon which he labelled ‘‘The Third 
Term Panic.” 

It showed the Herald as a donkey 
in a lion's skin, labelled ‘'Caesar- 
ism,’’ braying loudly and all the 
animals fleeing in alarm. The New 
York Tribune was represented as 
a giraffe, the World as an owl 
dropping an arithmetic book, the 
! Times as a unicorn with a mono- 

cle. Near-by was a half-concealed 
fox labelled ‘Democratic party.” 

In the foreground was an ele- 
phant, labelled ‘“‘The Republican 
Vote”’ on the verge of an abyss of 
“Chaos’’ barely hidden by broken 
planks marked “‘Inflation,’’ ‘Re- 
pudiation,”” ‘‘Reform (Tammany)” 
and ‘‘Reconstruction.”’ This car- 
toon was not only a thrust at the 
Herald but also a half-affectionate 
jab at Nast’s own “huge but tim- 
orous”’ party, the Republicans. 

Two weeks later Nast drew an- 
other cartoon showing an elephant 
tumbling down into the pit with the 
rotten planks and the rejoicing ani- 
| mals following it. This was called 

“Caught in a Trap—the Result of 
| the Third Term Hoax.’’ From that 
time on the elephant was the sym- 
bol of the Republican party.

Congress Say Bankheads 


JASPER, Dec. 14,—Solution of 
the farm tenant problem was de- 
scribed today by Speaker William 
B, Bankhead as “the paramount 
challenge to the next congress.”

Bankhead, brother of the speaker, 
said he will reintroduce the bill 
jointly sponsored by himself and 
Rep. Marvin Jones of Texas, de- 
Signed to set up government ma- 


chinery for finaricing farm pur- 
chases by tenants on a low in- 
terest rate and long term pay- 
ment basis, 

Preparing to take a train later 
today for Washington, Speaker 


Bankhead said: 
“Of course there are matters of 
an emergency nature which will 
engage the attention of congress 
immediately after convening in 
January, but T am talking now of 
matters of public policy.” 

The farm tenancy problem goes 
to the very taproot of our per- 
manent agricultural and economic 
well being. It is up to the con- 
gress to find a way to promote 
farm ownership and remove the 
evils of increasing tenancy.” 

The farm tenant bill, offered by 
the Senator and Jones, was ap- 
proved by the senate last year 
but never was reported 
house agriculture committee. It 
proposed a $1,000,000,000 govern- 
ment corporation to finance farm 
purchases by tenants, 

His new bill, the Senator said, 
will eliminate 


authorization of an annual $50,- 
000,000 appropriation to be admin- 
istered under the agricultural de- 
partment, in promoting farm own- 
ership. Other revisions of his ori- 
ginal bill, he added, probably will 
be made to conform with recom- 
mendations of the special commit- 
tee on farm tenancy recer.tly ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt.

CAMPAIGN PLEDGE BILL 
PAIN FOR STATE BENCH 


MONTGOMERY, Dec. 14.—Ala- 
bama’s judiciary faces a grim, po- 
litical headache if the special ses- 
sion legislature passes the Bonner 
bill to punish officials who break 
campaign pledges. 

For the proposed iaw, passed by 
the senate, where it was introduc- 
ed by Senator J. Miller Bonner 
of Camden, merely provides: 

“That the holder of any office 
in Alabama, either State, county 
or municipal, who, while such of- 
ficer, violates any written cam- 
paign promise or pledge, hereaf- 
ter, made while a candidate for 
nomination or election to such of- 
fice, shall be guilty of a felony 
and subject to impeachment.” 

The last three lines of the bill 
fix the punishment for violators 
at not less than one nor more 
than 10 years, then leave it to 
the courts to decide what consti- 
tutes a campaign promise or 
pledge and what constitutes a vio- 
lation of that, promise or pledge. 

Senator Bonner said his measure 
was not aimed at any particular 
official, and that he introduced it 
with the serious intention of hay- 
ing it written into Alabama’s sta- 
tute books. 

House members, who must act 
on the proposal, eyed it with con- 
flicting emotions. One veteran 
member, who asked that his name 
not be quoted, said: 

“Nobody thinks it could or 
would be enforced if passed, but 
everybody’s scared to vote against 
it. You would never be able to 
explain that vote away.”

AUBURN, Ala.—An agricultur- 
al conservation program for 1937, 
similar in many respects to the 
1936 program, has been announced 
by the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration. 

Like the 1936 plan, the new 
program offers payments to those 
farmers who meet specified con- 
ditions for shifting land from soil 
depleting crops to soil conserving 
crops, and for carrying out ap- 
proved soil building practices. 

Salient points in the new plan 
include: 

1. Provisions for expenditures 
not to exceed $500,000,000. 

2. Payments for shifts from 
general depleting crops, cotton, 
and peanuts. The rate on cotton 
will be 5 cents per pound with a 
limit of 35 per cent. For peanuts 
the payments will be 1% cents 
per pound with a limit of 15 per 
cent. 

3. Payments will be divided in- 
to two classes: Class I, or diver- 
sion payments, and Class II, or 
soil building payments. 

4, Any producer, no matter 
how small his farm, will have an 
opportunity to earn at least $20. 
The minimum allowance in the 
1936 program was $10. 

5. Crops will be classified as 
soil conserving and soil depleting 
as was done in 1936. A few chang- 
es have been made. 

6. The plan of establishing soil 
depleting bases to be used as a 
yardstick to measure diversion 
from soil depleting to soil cen- 
serving crops will be continued. 

7. Products with sizeable acre- 
ages in permanent pasture will be 
given an opportunity for addition- 
al participation in the program.
